THE NATION'S DEBT 


A billion dollars is a pretty 
l>ijjf sum, eoiuj>;irative]y speaking 


Our national debt is .-ipproxiniMleh ;i billion dollars, but compared 
'with the debts oi all Ilie oilier first and vcond class nations in the 
world, it is by far the .snuilJcsl. 


No one knows, no one will e\ci knov,, the e:.;sct si/c of mir na- 


tional debt. The tmisuiy departmenl carries a stateniejit e\ery da\ 
jihowinjr th<- aniount, but as- much of it w i l l nevt r be d'-maiided, the 
total amount of money which the ^ovcrmucnl owes and which is 
known {j.s the national debt, i.s unknown. 


For instance, the treasun notes, or "jrreenbaek.s," aie a purl of 


the national debt. 
The government agrees to pay the bearer on de- 


mand, so much-—five or ten or fifty dollars, or whatever the denomin- 
ation of the bill. Jf such bill is lost or destroyed, as many of them 
have been, the government will never be called np"n to settle. 


The same Hum? i.s true of bonds. 
31 any of the government bonds 


Jh'ave been, lost or destroyed and they will never be presented for pay- 
sment. So while the national debt is elo.se to a billion dollars, tin 
government will never have to pay out a billion dollars in gold in 
tettlement. 


So much of the national debt as consists of bonds, bears interest. 


These bonds have been issued lor a definite term of \ears, and are 
paid when they fall due. They bear interest of from two per cent 
to four per eeutj a'id the i>i incip.d and interest is payable in fjold. 


The gold and silver c( rfifi'-afes, and the national bank notes are 


not part of the national debt. A sold certificate is an evidence thai 
the gold is in the treasury, and that it A\il! be paid to the holder of 
Ihe certificate on demand. 
The national bank note i.s issued by the 


bank, with the government tftiaranteem^ its pa\ment upon presenta- 
tion, hut the i^oA'ernnienl requires that the bank must deposit colla- 
teral to guarantee payment. 
Thifc collateral nnist be bonds i»f th* 


United States, so there is no chaii'-e whatever for the government to 
lose anything thru the national banks.
